‘Let’s all pull together’ call as chamber of trade 
launches survey among town businesses... 


TIME TO ACCEPT 
SUNDAY OPENING? 


COWBRIDGE 
traders are to be 
asked if they will 
commit to Sunday 
opening. 

A meeting of the 
town’s chamber of trade 
on Tuesday decided to 
carry out a survey of 
shopkeepers in the town 
to see what they feel 
about the idea. 

Chamber chairman 
Alun John said that while 
many of the shops are run 
by their owners, and the 
move could mean some 
of them working seven 
days a week, it was time 
to accept that Sunday is 
probably the busiest day 
of the week nationwide 
for retailing, when many 
families do their main 
shop. 

However, he went on: 
“We also feel that unless 
a large proportion of the 
retailers on the high 
street are prepared to 
open, it will look half¬ 
hearted and not benefit 
anyone significantly.” 

He urged traders to 
reply to the questionnaire 
and added: “This is an 
important and con¬ 
tentious issue.” 

One of the traders who 
has suggested Sunday 
opening is Alison 
Williams of Pebble, who 
opens her own shop on 
Sundays, together with a 
few other traders. 

She said that the suc¬ 
cess of the day varies - 


from being dead to being 
her busiest day of the 
week. 

In Mumbles, where 
she also has a shop, a 
number of shops are now 
opening and business is 
good. Staff are willing to 
work because of the extra 
money and it did not 
encroach too much into 
family life. 

She went on: “I think 
we are too close to 
Cardiff not to be open on 
Sundays. At the moment, 
we are only giving cou¬ 
ples who work a chance 
to shop with us on 
Saturdays.” 

She said that if the 
town was trying to pro¬ 
mote itself as a short 
break destination, people 
would wake up on 
Sunday mornings and 
find shops closed. 

She added: “We have 
to be realistic. It will take 
six months to build up a 
Sunday customer base. 
All the shops in 
Mumbles have a sign in 
their windows saying 
that they are open on 
Sundays.” 

The chamber of trade 
is looking at ideas to 
increase footfall in the 
town, following closures 
recently of shops includ¬ 
ing the Cowbridge Art 
Gallery, Terminal 9, the 
Celtic shop, Farthings, 
Sanders shoe shop and 
the imminent closure of 
Quills. Cowbridge shop¬

per Heather Simpson, 
who visits the town fre¬ 
quently from her home in 
Llantwit Major, said that 
she had counted nine 
shops closing in recent 
months, leaving empty 
shops on the Cowbridge 
high street. 

Mrs Simpson, who has 
worked in retailing and 
marketing, said that the 
closures could be caused 
by a combination of high 
rents being charged to 
shops by landlords and 
possibly an excess of 
shops catering for the top 
end of the market. 

“Cowbridge landlords 
need to wake up and 
realise that they cannot 
charge the high rents of 
the past,” she said. “And 
the shops themselves 
need to broaden their 
appeal. 

“Yes, there’s a place 
for exclusive shops sell¬ 
ing high quality and 
expensive items, but if 
Cowbridge wants to 
draw in more people, it 
also needs more shops 
selling items that are in a 
lower price bracket.” 

The chamber of trade 
has engaged a PR agency 
using a grant from 
Creative Rural 

Communities to improve 


the marketing of the 
town. 

Cardiff-based 
Freshbaked PR is to pro¬ 
mote Cowbridge as a 
tourist destination for 
short breaks. 

It will also help devel¬ 
op new events to draw in 
people throughout the 
year. These will sit 
alongside the successful 
fashion week, reindeer 
parade and food and 
drink festival. 

At the time that the 
agency was appointed, 
Mr John said that 
Cowbridge was not 
immune to the effects of 
the recession. 

He added: “The recent 
completion of St David’s 
2 and the opening of 
John Lewis in Cardiff has 
heightened the competi¬ 
tion facing Cowbridge as 
a quality shopping desti¬ 
nation. Consequently, we 
have brought on board a 
PR agency for the first 
time to help us raise the 


profile of Cowbridge.” 

Mr John repeated that 
message at the annual 
meeting of the chamber 
last week and he said that 
the past year had been 
challenging for business¬ 
es and he felt it would 
remain so for some time. 

He said that while 
sales figures seemed to 
be holding their own, he 
wanted to boost visitor 
numbers, as footfall was 
down. 

He was also concerned 
about the number of 
businesses that have 
closed in recent weeks. 

He urged all business¬ 
es to join the chamber so 
that everyone could work 
together to increase trade 
in the town. 

He added that it was 
also important that the 
chamber work with other 
organisations, so that 
everyone is pulling in the 
same direction.

Judge resigns after 
allegations over 
personal conduct 


THE Office for 
Judicial Complaints 
has announced that 
a judge has resigned 
after questions were 
raised about his 
personal conduct. 

Judge Gerald Price 
QC (61) had been sus¬ 
pended while the Lord 
Chancellor investigated 
whether he had breached 
the judicial disciplinary 
code, following allega¬ 
tions of a personal rela¬ 
tionship with a ‘rent 
boy’. 

In a statement, a 
spokesperson for the 
Office for Judicial 
Complaints said: 

“Gerald Price QC, a 
Circuit Judge who was 
appointed to the Wales 
Circuit in 2000, has 
resigned from judicial 
office following an inves¬ 
tigation into allegations 
about his conduct origi¬ 
nally published in the 
media in June 2009. 

“While the media 
reported a number of 
allegations against 
Judge Price, the judicial 
investigation only 

focused on those that had 
an impact on his role as a 
judge. 

“The investigation 
found that his actions 
brought the judiciary into 
disrepute, rendering his 
position untenable. ” 

The spokesman said 
that Judge Price had been 
told before Christmas 
that his conduct warrant¬ 
ed removal from the 
bench. 

“In the light of the 


investigation, the Lord 
Chancellor and Lord 
Chief Justice informed 
the judge in December 
2009 that they consid¬ 
ered his behaviour mer¬ 
ited removal from 
office. 

“In accordance with 
the judicial discipline 
regulations, Judge Price 
was entitled to ask for 
their decision to be 
reviewed by a Review 
Body panel. 

“He did so and the 


panel was chaired by 
Lady Justice Smith. The 
panel agreed with the 
original decision of the 
Lord Chief Justice and 
Lord Chancellor and rec¬ 
ommended that Judge 
Price should be removed 
from office. 

“The judge has, how¬ 
ever, resigned before the 
disciplinary process was 
formally concluded. His 
resignation took effect 
from June 30, 2010, ” the 
spokesman added.

What if the cuts'medicine’ 
makes the country sicker? 


I T is reasonable 
for the 

Government to 
follow a policy of 
reducing the deficit 
and attempting to 
stimulate small 
businesses with 
carefully-designed 
inducements, in 
order to respond to 
the wishes of the 
‘money markets’, in 
accordance with a 
plan which wins 
their approval, as 
they understand 
economics from 
their own perspec¬ 
tive. 


However, if this ‘med¬ 
icine’ and ‘pain’ which 
they, the bankers, con¬ 
sider to be so essential 
for the country’s recov¬ 
ery, damages the nation¬ 
al economy to the extent 
that the circulation of 
currency and the pur¬ 
chasing power of mil¬ 
lions is reduced by 
unemployment and by 
VAT increases, then 
small businesses will not 
be able to respond as the 
Government hopes, in 
adopting such advice. 

The first law of eco¬ 
nomics is that every 
business needs cus¬ 
tomers with money in 
their pockets. The 
money men who pro¬ 
posed these savage cuts 


on the living standards 
of other sections of soci¬ 
ety, may well be quite 
sincere in their intention 
later to invest in the 
economy - but they will 
be quite unwilling to 
invest in those business¬ 
es which they had hoped 
to encourage, if they 
then observe that cus¬ 
tomers are not knocking 
at the door. 

Tax breaks from the 
Government gave them 
hope, but only cus¬ 
tomers, circulating 
money, build and expand 
businesses. 

The best hope for this 
economy, and for any 
economy, is, and always 
was, the involvement of 


every citizen, in produc¬ 
ing goods, providing 
services and consuming 
the necessities of a 
civilised life style in the 
21st century. 

That is a more stable 
and secure basis for the 
operation of all econom¬ 
ic and market forces. 
Feudalism, the separa¬ 
tion of society into the 
Haves and the Have- 
nots, was never a reli¬ 
able model for sound 
economics. 

It really is not smart 
to take the risk to go in 
that direction, once 
more.

T HE council’s learn¬ 
ing and develop¬ 
ment directorate 
was recently inspected by 
Estyn, the education 
inspectorate for Wales. 

The directorate works to raise 
the standard of education in the 
Vale; in particular, advising, 
guiding and supporting our 
schools. We were delighted with 
Estyn’s inspection report, which 
found that the directorate pro¬ 
vides a high quality service for 
its schools and pupils. 

There was particular praise 
for the council’s work to devel¬ 
op the 14-19 Learning Pathways 
which the report states have 
improved the choice and flexi¬ 
bility of provision at Key Stage 
4 (years 10-11 in secondary 
school). 

The Vale’s first class educa¬ 
tion service is particularly 
impressive when one takes into 
account the low level of funding 
the Vale receives from the Welsh 
Assembly Government, in com¬ 
parison to other authorities. 

The net education budget per 
pupil in the Vale is £4,212 - the 
lowest in Wales - and yet com¬ 
pared to other authorities we 
delegate the highest proportion 
of our budget to schools.

In an effort to further improve 
the transparency of our business, 
we have decided that all pur¬ 
chases worth more than £500 
will be detailed on our website 
from September. 

We now also accept questions 
from members of the public at 


council meetings. The council’s 
website gives full details of how 
any resident can publicly ques¬ 
tion the council. 

Fighting court 
closure 

THE Ministry of Justice is 
reviewing its court services 
across the UK and it proposes to 
close Barry Magistrates ’ Court. 

The council has set up a 
working group to examine how 
the court’s closure would affect 
our services. I will be making 
robust representations against 
the closure and the proposed 
merger with the Cardiff Local 
Justice Area. If the court were to 
close, this would greatly incon¬ 
venience its users. 

Members of the public would 
have to travel to Cardiff, either 
using public transport - not the 
easiest option in a rural area 
such as the Vale, or drive into 
Cardiff with its parking prob¬ 
lems and high parking fees. 

There is also the cost to the 
Vale’s taxpayers, with the 
expense of our staff travelling to 
and from Cardiff for court cases. 

Barry Magistrates’ Court is a 
busy facility, which has been 
renovated in recent years; the 
council cannot see the sense in 
closing this court. 

The proposals are open for 
consultation until September 15, 
and anyone with an interest or 
view on the matter should 
respond before that date.

Swarm weather for 
crowded bees 


SWARMING activ¬ 
ity is now slowing 
down but it is not 
yet over. 

The present weather 
conditions are certainly 
helping the bees out this 
season. On presenting 
one of our beginners 
with a swarm, it is point¬ 
ed out to them that the 
bees need to receive a 
feed of liquid sugar. 

Many do not have the 
required equipment to 
do this, so Barbara or 
myself set them up with 
some of ours. Why do 
the bees need this feed? 

Before bees leave 
their old home and go in 
search of a new one 
(swarm) they fill them¬ 
selves up with honey. 
This is to provide them 
with around three days 
worth of energy to sus¬ 
tain them while they 
busy themselves making 
wax, which is required 
for the building of hon¬ 
eycomb. 

By providing a ready 
food source the beekeep¬ 
er gives the bees a help¬ 
ing hand, especially if 
they are in a new hive, 
which will be fitted out 
with wooden frames, 
which have flat sheets of 
beeswax in them. 

The bees will start 
drawing out these flat 
sheets into usable hon¬ 
eycomb and thus be able 
to store pollen and 
honey and, of course, 


give their Queen the 
cells she needs to lay her 
eggs in. 

Established beekeep¬ 
ers will have a selection 
of frames ready to hand, 
some drawn and some 
part drawn. However, a 
swarm of bees has a 
great desire to make 
honeycomb, and the 
established beekeeper 
can increase his/her 
stock of drawn comb (as 
it is known) by taking 
advantage of this situa¬ 
tion and putting in 
frames containing foun¬ 
dation (flat sheets of 
beeswax). 

Why do the bees 
swarm anyway? In the 
main it is overcrowding. 
At the peak of her laying 
cycle the Queen Bee will 
produce around 2,000, 
yes 2,000, eggs per day 
and space soon becomes 
priority. An observant 
beekeeper will try to 
ensure that room is the 
one thing the bees will 
always have. Sad to say, 
sometimes we are not 
observant enough, or 
else we cannot get to the 
bees as often as we 
would like. 

Result - the bees will 
address the situation and 
a swarm is the most like¬ 
ly answer. Swarming is 
a part of the honeybee’s 
life cycle and is nature’s 
way of ensuring the 
bees’ future survival. 

Colonies do not 


swarm every year, but 
some years, this one in 
particular, will be noted 
for the number of 
swarms that have been 
reported. 

What of the hive from 
which the bees have 
departed? This will still 
have bees within it, 
along with several 
Queen-cells, larvae and 
sealed brood (bees wait¬ 
ing to emerge) which 
will re-populate the hive 
and bring it to life again. 

In particular, from 
one of the several 
Queen-cells will emerge 
a new Queen, as only 
one Queen per hive is 
required. 

This is a virgin 
Queen! She will eventu¬ 
ally leave the hive on a 
mating flight (about a 
fortnight after she has 
emerged) where she will 
mate with a number of 
male bees (drones) then 
return to the hive from 
which she came and, in 
due course, will start to 
lay eggs to provide the 
many bees needed to 
keep a hive viable. 
Worker bees (females) 
have a brief life span in 
the summer time, six 
weeks if they are fortu¬ 
nate. Much more will of 
course be going on with¬ 
in the hive, but that can 
be next month’s article.

I was visiting the 
project with the 
Minister for 
Regeneration, Jocelyn 
Davies AM and we met 
the apprentices current¬ 
ly being taught brick¬ 
laying and carpentry 
skills on site and at 
Barry College. 

All were from Barry 


and what’s more, of the 
200 strong workforce at 
the development, 60 per 
cent are from Barry or 
within five miles of the 
area. Construction 
Design Technology stu¬ 
dents from Barry 
College are also regu¬ 
larly visiting the site at 
all stages of construc¬ 
tion. 

We were treated to 
tea and cake by Rita 
and her team from the 
multicultural cafe who 
provide the catering on 
site for the workforce, 
as another community 
benefit, and successful 
partnership with local 
people. 

We also heard that 
continual effort is made 
to source material and 
services from the 
immediate locality and 
Mi-Space has undertak¬ 
en several charity 
fundraising events to 
support local charities. 

In my role as 
Business and Budget 
Minister, I am develop¬ 
ing procurement as a 
‘policy tool’ to achieve 
wider economic bene¬ 
fits across the 
Assembly.

This is such a wonder¬ 
ful legacy for the St 
Athan Methodist 
Church, who built and 
manage The Gathering 
Place in St Athan. 

As a result of the 
partnerships developed 
and social housing 
grant of £1.88million, 

16 new affordable 
homes have been built 
and residents moved in 
earlier this year. 

This scheme has 


achieved Level 4 for 
the code for sustainable 
homes with a closed- 
panel timber frame sys¬ 
tem. 

Key features include 
triple glazing, air 
source heat pumps, 
underfloor heating with 
a heat recovery system 
as a well as a Euro clad 
roofing system. The 
provision of top class 
disabled facilities have 
also brought new hous¬ 
ing opportunities to be 
provided. 

Once more we heard 
about the community 
benefits arising from 
this development, 
including links with the 
local St Athan Primary 
School - including new 
safety flooring for their 
playground and site 
safety talks for the 
pupils. 

Links with Barry 
College students were 
developed to show 
them how the eco fea¬ 
tures work. Ninety per 


cent of the local work¬ 
force was drawn from a 
15-mile radius of the 
site at St Athan. 

Jane Davidson made 
a statement last week 
about the ways in 
which we can run 
cheaper and greener 
homes with fuel effi¬ 
cient technologies like 
those at Chapel Close. 

She said that ‘higher 
standards will support 
the Assembly 
Government's climate 
change, economic and 
social policies’ when 
powers on building reg¬ 
ulations are transferred 
in December 2011. 

We have a duty to 
integrate these policies 
relating to procurement, 
community and employ¬ 
ment benefits. I saw 
good examples of this 
last week in the Vale of 
Glamorgan with the 
development of sustain¬ 
able homes, partner¬ 
ships and communities.

J ANE HUTT 
AM’s asser¬

been waiting far too 
long for hospital 
treatment. 

I fail to see how the 
Minister can claim to be 
investing in the Welsh 
NHS when its budget is 
actually being cut by 
eight per cent over the 
next five years. 

Even during the years 
of plenty, waiting lists 


have soared and the 
Assembly Government 
is consistently failing to 
meet its own waiting 
time targets, which 
remain considerably 
lower than in England. 

The scale of the 
increases is mind-blow¬ 
ing. For example, the 
number of patients wait¬ 
ing longer than 10 weeks 
for their first outpatient 
appointment rose by 
24.75 per cent between 


March 2009 and January 

2010 . 

The UK coalition gov¬ 
ernment has protected 
health spending from 
budget reductions, but 
the Assembly 
Government has failed 
to follow suit, despite 
having the NHS propor¬ 
tion of its block grant 
safeguarded. 

The NHS needs to start 
responding to the needs 
of patients like Mrs 
Swain, rather than the 
targets of politicians. 

Unfortunately, the 
long waits she has suf¬ 
fered are becoming all 
too common. Instead of 
trumpeting the same old 
soundbites about invest¬ 
ment, Jane Hutt and her 
fellow Ministers urgent¬ 
ly need to take measures 
to protect frontline NHS 
services in the face of 
budget pressures.

G ET the lynch 
mobs ready, 
sharpen the 
axes and prepare 
the stocks - it is 
that time of the 
year where I anger 
and annoy some of 
the most powerful 
people in the world; 
not the G8, howev¬ 
er, no these people 
are far more pow¬ 
erful and scarier - 
the fans of Twilight. 

The pop culture phe¬ 
nomenon makes its way 
onto part three, titled 
Eclipse, which sees 
Bella (Kirsten Stewart) 
again surrounded by 
danger as mysterious 
killings start to take 
place. 

Not only that, but she 
is also forced to choose 
between her love for 
Edward (Robert 
Pattinson) and her 
friendship with Jacob 
(Tyler Lautner), aware 
her decision will have 
repercussions between 
the vampires and were¬ 
wolves. Throw in a 
rather angry vampire 
from Bella’s past (Bruce 
Dallas Howard) aiming 
to get even, and it is 
more than a girl can han¬ 
dle... 

Now regular readers 
of my comer of The 
GEM will be more than 
aware that I’m no fan of 
the Twilight saga; in fact, 
I would go as far to say I 
would welcome being 


forcefed Sex and The 
City 2 on loop rather 
than have to sit through 
the first two instalments 
in the Twilight franchise 
again. 

So as I sat down to 
watch the third part, 
Eclipse, my expectations 
were firmly positioned 
in the low numbers. 

And yet, the end 
product, while still full 
of the emotional dribble 
and overt melodrama 
that coloured the first 
two instalments, isn’t as 
bad as either of them. It 
is easily the best of the 
saga so far, although it is 
fair to say (in my hum¬ 
ble opinion) that phrase 
is by far the most back- 
handed compliment a 
film could be afforded. 

Much of the credit for 
this should lie with 
director David Slade, 
who unlike his previous 
directorial chair incum¬ 
bents has something of a 
previous with the dark 
world of vampires and 
evil, having helmed the 
dark and entertaining 30 
Days of Night, and Ellen 
Page-starring Hard 
Candy. Bringing Slade 
to the party was the best 
thing the producers of 
the series could have 
done (aside from just 
packing up and going 
home that is), as the 
director brings a far 
more chiselled and 
refined air to proceed¬ 
ings. 

While Weitz and 
Hardwicke were handed 
the softer material and 


struggled to bring it to 
screen with any real 
verve, Slade brings a 
darker and more brood¬ 
ing film to screen, the 
addition of action 
sequences and moments 
of drama being well han¬ 
dled by the director. 

The final 

werewolf/vampire 
smackdown, though 
bedevilled by the double 
problem of being 
watered down due to the 
film’s certificate and cut 
short, is particularly 
impressive, Slade con¬ 
juring up perhaps the 
best moment of the 
series so far. He also 
has the luxury of being 
able to add backstory to 
a few of the peripheral 
characters and the situa¬ 
tion between the wolves 
and vampires - touches 
that offer a bit more to 
the story as a whole and 
fill in some gaps. 

What Slade doesn’t 
handle so well is that 
old, familiar issue - that 
no matter what happens 
in the periphery the main 
story strand is Edward 
and Bella’s romance and 
Jacob’s love for Bella 
that may or may not be 
reciprocated; and, truth 
be told, three films in 
this story strand is get¬ 
ting older than some of 
the vampires that feature 
in the film. 

Given a two hour run¬ 
ning time, Slade does 
well, picking up the 
pace, but when he’s lum¬ 
bered with this part of 
the narrative there is

very little he can do. 
Instead, his camera 
seems to doze off as the 
trio argue/profess their 
love/snarl at each other, 
saddled with dialogue 
that clunks and splutters. 

There are several 
scenes that just seem to 
go on and on, as if when 
editing Slade just lost 
the will to live (a feeling 
I’m all too aware of with 
this particular franchise); 
the film doesn’t feel too 
long, and moves at a 
nice pace. However, 
these scenes do slow the 
pace to a crawl and are, 
by and large, simply 
treading the same 
ground we’ve been over 
a thousand times. 

The performances, 
too, are a notch above 
previous efforts, 
although not all come 
out smelling of roses. 


While Robert Pattinson 
may well be the flavour 
of many women’s 
months, he is also a very 
capable actor and he at 
least gets to show some 
personality and acting 
ability here, rather than 
merely mope round and 
glitter every so often. 

Kristen Stewart is a 
talented actress, but one 
who has spent the first 
two films being bland 
and dull as the object of 
affection. Like 
Pattinson, she does a bit 
more here, but with the 
character of Bella 
sketched so painfully as 
a damsel in distress, 
there is little she can do 
but work with the mate¬ 
rial afforded her - sadly, 
it isn’t up to scratch. 

In my review of the 
last Twilight film, I stat¬ 
ed that ‘Taylor Lautner... 
may have developed 
impressive muscles in 
the year since the last 
film but fails to have 
developed his acting 
ability’, and this install¬ 
ment certainly doesn’t 
alter my opinion. 

Wearing nothing but 
cut-off shorts and flash¬ 
ing his six-pack, Lautner 
is less actor more male 
model, and his perform¬ 
ance merely involves 
him reeling lines off as 
if he were reading a 
book - albeit with a mus¬ 
cle mass that puts many 
a man to shame. 

Meanwhile Bryce 
Dallas Howard’s 
Victoria is given little 
screentime to do any¬ 


thing other than try to 
appear villainous - 
something that the 
paucity of screentime 
means she struggles to 
do anything with. 

Had screenwriter 
Melissa Rosenberg been 
able to dilute Stephanie 
Meyer’s over-emotional 
source material and tone 
down the overarching 
sense of mopey teenage 
love, then Twilight: 
Eclipse would have been 
a pretty decent film; 
however, David Slade’s 
hard work is negated 
somewhat by the trou¬ 
bles that have afflicted 
the franchise from its 
roots. While its simper¬ 
ing tone may be manna 
for teenage girls, it’s far 
too dull and monotonous 
for my tastes, though I 
feel that, this time, the 
Twilight franchise may 
have the last laugh! 

VERDICT: Abetter 
experience than the first 
two films offered, 
Twilighf.Eclipse is 
boosted by David 
Slade’s more mature 
direction and better per¬ 
formances from a cast 
finding their feet. 
However, the series’ 
major irritant, simpering 
characters and far too 
much time spent on a 
love triangle seemingly 
going nowhere, means 
that while Eclipse is eas¬ 
ily the best Twilight film 
so far, it’s still a fruitless 
exercise in filmmaking - 
unless you’re a fan of 
the franchise. Poor.

Former champion 
jump-jockey Peter 
Scudamore said of his 
book, History of the

engrossing study that not 
only documents the his¬ 
tory of the great race but 
also charts the develop¬ 
ment of National Hunt 
racing.” 

Mr Jones goes on to 
say: “Brian was the first 
reporter to write articles 
on Jenny Pitman before 
she became famous, and 
likewise on Welsh point- 
to-point jockeys who 
made the grade under 
Rules, such as Carl 


Llewellyn who won the 
Grand National on Party 
Politics (1992) and Earth 
Summit (1998), and 
Hywel Davies who won 
it on Last Suspect in 
1985. 

“He was also the first 
writer to recognise the 
talents of two successful 
jockeys riding today, 
Christian Williams and 
the new wonder-kid Rhys 
Flint.” 

Mr Jones goes on to 
say: 

“During his career, he 
has been warned off two 


point-to-point courses: 
firstly, for complaining 
that there were not 
enough ladies’ toilets, 
and that the meeting had 
been taken over by beer 
swilling idiots. 

“Secondly, for being 
blamed for something he 
hadn’t actually written, 
which appeared in the 
Horse and Hound.” 

Mr Jones ends his arti¬ 
cle with the words: 
“Speaking personally, I 
look forward to seeing 
Brian during the Welsh 
Point-To-Point season as 
he is always upfront with 
the latest news. It’s also 
pleasing to know, and to 
rub shoulders with, as it 
were, one of the ‘greats’ 
of Welsh Point-To- 
Pointing!

Brian said last week: 
“I am flattered and, for 
the record, I started 
reporting on point-to- 
points in 1966 not 1967 
and I will be 74, God 
willing, on July 13.” 


Opening up the Cadoxton 
Ponds to disabled anglers 


MORE than 

£28,000 has been 
invested into 

improving the facili¬ 
ties at Cadoxton 
Ponds to give 
anglers with disabil¬ 
ities greater access. 

Terry Mosely, chair¬ 
man of the British 
Disabled Angling 

Association (BDAA), 
and Mike Bishop from 
Glamorgan Anglers 
Club, officially opened 
the new facilities, which 
means ponds are now 
more accessible for those 
anglers in wheelchairs or 
with mobility problems. 

Disabled-friendly 
ramps have been put in 
and the existing paths 
have been upgraded, 
while the fishing plat¬ 
forms have been remod¬ 
eled to allow disabled 
access to the water’s 
edge a spokesman 
reports. 

Glamorgan Anglers 
Club received a £14,000 
sustainable fisheries 
grant from Environment 
Agency Wales for the 
work, matching this with 
funds from the club. 

They also had a 
£1,000 donation from the 
Vale Council for fishing 
equipment to allow more 
local people to benefit 
from coaching from the 
Welsh Federation of 
Anglers. 



In a separate project, 
Dow Corning has 
installed dipping plat¬ 
forms around a small 
pond that is used for edu¬ 
cational wildlife studies. 

The company has also 
part-funded additional 
pathways from its educa¬ 
tion centre to join up 
with the Glamorgan 
Anglers’ paths. Other 
funding for the ponds, 
which lie adjacent to 
Dow Coming’s Barry 
plant, has been secured 
from Environment 
Agency’s Splash Fund, 
which has been used by 
the Glamorgan Anglers 
to purchase angling sets, 
buoyancy aids for use by 


juniors around the ponds 
and first aid courses. 

Fifteen pupils with 
varying disabilities from 
nearby Palmerston 
Primary School were the 
first to put the new equip¬ 
ment through its paces at 
the official opening of 
the Cadoxton Ponds’ 
upgraded facilities in the 
confines of Dow Coming 
land.

Cowbridge Firsts stutter 
to victory but extend lead 


THE weather was 
warm and humid 
for the First XI 
match with 
Landore at the

Lloyd Bishop opened 
the batting with his skip¬ 
per, but did not last very 
long. His time came later. 
However, the partnership 
between Tom and Rob 
realised 114 much-need¬ 
ed runs. 

It was difficult for the 
pair of them, as they had 
to repair the damage of 
that early loss at 4, while 
attempting to put a 
decent score on the 
board. This they man¬ 
aged up to a point. 

Coming together in 
the second over they 
stayed together for 33 
overs making steady, if 
unspectacular, progress 
against very tight and 
hostile bowling. 

Scoring was slow and 
difficult, but they man¬ 
aged to eke out the runs 
until the 35 th over with 
the score on 118 runs. 

At this point, Rob was 
caught while trying to 
increase the pace. It was 
a stubborn innings of grit 
and determination as he 
battled to post a decent 
score. He scored 53 
invaluable runs with his 
captain. 

Tom was eventually 
caught for 66 priceless 
runs. A leading edge, as 
he tried to turn the spin¬ 


ner to leg, brought about 
his downfall. With the 
demise of these two, all 
the good work came to an 
abrupt end with the 
remaining batsmen 
scratching around and 
managing only 25 runs 
between them. Certainly 
not the form required 
from title contenders. 

With the score 122-2 
after 35 overs, one 
expected a final total in 
excess of 250 with eight 
wickets remaining, but 
once more the innings 
ended with a whimper. 

The innings ended 
eventually on 156 in 48 
overs with the remaining 
batsmen guilty of the 
crime of failing to use the 
allocated overs. For the 
visitors, Paul Rees took 
4-42 and Neil Williams 
4-41. 

After tea, with 
patience, care and appli¬ 
cation the visitors’ 
innings began and imme¬ 
diately, and predictably, 
owing to his form of late, 
Lloyd Bishop rode to the 
rescue of the home side 
by reducing the visitors 
to 18-3 in six overs. 

His first four overs 
were maidens as he cap¬ 
tured three valuable top- 
order batsmen, but there 
the initial success ended 
and the fourth wicket did 
not fall until the 22nd 
over when Lloyd trapped 
another batsman. His fig¬ 
ures were outstanding, 4- 
15 in 11 overs at this 
point. 

However, despite his 
heroics, the situation 
looked grim for 
Cowbridge with 

Landore’s skipper still at 
the crease having scored 
an unbeaten 58 and lead¬ 
ing the charge to the 
required target. 

It would require some¬ 
thing special to remove 
this obstacle and fortu¬ 
nately that ‘something 
special’ arrived on cue in 
the guise of Adam Wood 
when the score was 95. 

A combination of 
Haines and Wood 
brought about the bats¬ 
man’s downfall. Rees 
slog-swept Haines down 
to ‘cow corner’ where 


Adam was patrolling the 
boundary. 

He took a match¬ 
changing catch as he 
back-pedalled to within 
feet of the boundary 
while keeping a close eye 
on a high and swirling 
ball. With all eyes on 
him, he grasped the ball 
above his head making it 
look all so easy. 

It really was a catch 
that deserved instant 
replay, but it sufficed that 
it effectively won the 
game for Cowbridge and 
kept Adam in the lead 
with 13 catches this sea¬ 
son. 

The batsman was visi¬ 
bly distraught as he 
realised the chance of 
victory had disappeared 
in that moment. 

There was just token 
resistance after that, only 
from Neil Williams (23), 
who had a good game 
with bat and ball, as 
Landore subsided to 136, 
to give Cowbridge victo¬ 
ry by 20 runs. 

Nick Vaile picked up 
two catches to help see 
off the opposition, while 
Will took 3-37, and Tom 
3-19, but bowling plau¬ 
dits are reserved for 
Lloyd Bishop (4-20 in 15 
overs). He just gets better 
and better with each 
game. 

Despite the fact that 
the First XI extended the 
lead at the top of the table 
to 29 points, this position 
could be in jeopardy. 
With stronger opposition 
to be faced in the coming 
weeks, the failures in bat¬ 
ting and fielding must be 
addressed as a matter of 
urgency. 

A situation that the 
skipper is aware of as 
intimated in his post 
match comment: “There 
were some great individ¬ 
ual performances that got 
us through, but we need 
every player to step up 
for the remaining big 
games.” 

This starts next 
Saturday when Clydach 
First XI visits the 
Athletic field. Your sup¬ 
port becomes more vital 
as the season progresses.
